RUSSIAN FAMINE, 


CONDITIONS IMPROVING—GOVERNMENT 
PLOYMENT ABANDONED. 

r. PETERSBURG, Feb, 9.—Little is now 
heard here of the famine. The condition of 
the roads have been such that no matter 
how large a supply of grain the Government 
had at its disposal, it could not be distribut- 
ed, owing to the impossibility of convey- 
ances of any kind reaching the places where 
the distress prevails. Heavy snows have 
fallen, a strong crust has formed and goods 
and grain may be conveyed in sledges to any 
bartofthe Empire, Much grain has already 
reached the famine-stricken provinces, and 
according to the reports received here, the 
condition of the sufferers has much im- 
proved. Since it is now impossible to ship | 
krain into the districts where the scarcity 
prevails, Gen, Annenkoff, a member of the 
Famine Relief Committee in charge of the 
transportation of supliies, has aband- 
ned his project of breaking the ice in the 
Volga River to allow of vessels being used to 
convey grain to the ports along the river.

LONDON, Feb. 9.—The Times to-day pub- 
lishes a letter from George Winter, late Brig- 
adier General of Volunteers, New York, 
which that paper puts under the head-liné 
An American Blusterer.’’

BRITISH TOPICS. 


RELATIONS OF GLADSTONE AND THE LATE 
CARDINAL MANNING, 


Lonrpon, Feb, 9.—Mr. Gladstone, ina letter 
on the late Cardinal Manning, says: ‘‘My re- 
lations with Manning werd very peculiar. At 
first they were those of a mere acquaintance 
between two under graduates, and lay wholly 
on the surface. Then came a close and inti- 
mate friendship of fifteen years, founded en- 
tirely upon interests in religion and the 
church. Then camehis change, simultane- 
ous with that of my yet closer friend, Hope 
Scott, which was altogether the severest 
blow that ever befellme. Yet in late letters to 
me, the Cardinaltermsitaquarrel. My reply 
said it was nota quarrel, but a death. That 
was truth. There had since been viciss!- 
tudes, but Iam quite certain that to the last 
his personal feeling never changed and that 
he kept his promise, made in 1851, to remem- 
ber me before God at the most solemn 
moments.“ 


TORIES DINING. 

Lord Salisbury and Mr. Balfour gaye din- 
ners totheir prominent supporters last even- 
ing as customary onthe evening of the re- 
opening of Parliament. The Queen’s speech, 
which is exactiy as outlinedin Friday’s dis- 
patches, was read tothe guests. Lord Derby 
and the Duke of Devonshire gave dinners to 
the dissident leaders and Sir William Vernon 
Harcourt entertained the principal Liberals. 


THE CHARGES DENIED. 

The Standard and the Globe contain articles 
denouncing the report made by the American 
Emigrant Comnmilssioners in which, among 
other things, it 1s said that convicts are sys- 
tematically sent from Great Britain to the 
United States and that there has been a 
thoroughly organized movement here, en- 
couraged and patronized by the Government 
of Great Britain, forthe purpose of sending 
convicts and ex-convicts to the United 
States. The Standard says it ts doubtful 
whether a more untruthful statement was 
ever made in an oficial report. The report, 
the Standard adds, is another instance of the 
absolute incredulity of the United States toex- 
ercise in affairs connected with Great Britain 
either impartiality or common-sense. The 
temptation ofthe Commissioners to satisfy 
the clap-trap section of their countrymen 
was too great to be resisted. 

The St. James Gazette, commenting on the 
report of the Commissioners, denounces it 
as wholly untrue so far as the charges against 
Great Britain are concerned. 


LYING IN STATE. 

From 7 o’clock this morning the body of the 
Rev. Chas. H. Spurgeon, which was brought 
to London yesterday from Mentone, in which 
place he died on Wednesday last, has been 
lying in state in the Metropolitan Taber- 
nacle, Mr. Spurgeon's church. An enormous 
crowd were waiting for the doors to open, 
and as soon as they were permitted the 
throng began to move pastthe coffin. Thir- 
teen thousand persons had viewedthe body 
before II o’clock. The coffinis covered with 
palm branches. 


GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


FOUR ANARCHISTS TO BE PUBLICLY GARROTED— 
BRIEF MENTION. 

MADRID, Feb. 9.—The four Anarchists sen- 
tenced to death by court-martial for leading 
the mob in the attack made a short time ago 
upon the city of Xeres will be garroted on 
Wednesday. The executions will be public 
and the majority of the shops will be closed. 
The working associations are agitating fora 
general suspension of work on the day of the 
executions. The trials of all the prisoners 
have not yet been concluded. It is expected 
that three others will be sentenced to death. 
There is great excitement at Xeres. 

Atemporary chapel has been fitted up in 
the prisonat Xeres and provided with four 
beds toreceive the four Anarchists. They 
willbe taken to Lisbon twenty four hours 
prior to the execution, which will probably 
be hastened in order to avoid riots. 


ANXIOUS CANADIANS. 

MONTREAL, Feb. 9.—There is considerapvle 
anxiety in Canada over the action of Mr. 
Newberry of Chicago, who has introduced in- 
to the United States Congress a bill providing 
that no pensions shall be paid to any person 
who is nota citizen of the United States. As 
there are 1,815 persons residing in Canada 
permanently who draw pensions for services 
rendered the Union during the war of the 
secession, the progress Of Mr. Newberry’s 
bill will be watched with interest. If it be- 
comes a law, the pensioners of Caffada will 
have to choose between giving up their re- 
wards or giving up their homes. 


WARNING FROM THE POPE. 

PARIS, Feb. 9.—The Pope, in another letter 
to the Archbishop of Paris, enjoins the im- 
mediate withdrawal of the electoral cate- 
chisms, and declares that any political ex- 
hortations on the part of the clergy area dis

SIXTEEN MANGLED BODIES FOUND IN 
THE RUINS. 


Horribie Sights Revealed as the Work of 
Removing the Debris Frogresses—But 
Few of the Dead Identified—A Largs 
Foree of Men Delving in the Ruins in 
Search of Bodies. 


NEW Tonk, Feb. 9.—At 20’clo ck this morn- 
ing, when the workmen had been digging for 
six hours inthe ruins of the Hotel Royal, 
which was burned at 3 a. m. Sunday, with- 
out finding a body,there was not a corporal’s 
guard of spectators. They flocked to the 
scene or the fire after the theaters and re- 
mained until about 2 o’clock, when they left. 
The men worked hard in the rotunda, where 
early inthe evening a foot was discovered, 
but unearthed nothing more than a dilapi- 
dated grand piano, which had crashed down 
from the second floor, 

At3o’clock the entire force was put to 
work in the cellar under what was the dining 
room and near the elevator shaft and stair- 
case. An hour and a quarter later, at 4:15 a. 
m., body No. 13 was unearthed. It was that 
ofa woman with dark hair, badly burned 
and utterly devoid of clothing or jewelry by 
which identification would be possible. 

At 4:30 a. m. the body ofa man minus both 
legs and one arm, with the hair burned off 
and theface scorched beyond recognition, 
was taken out from the same place and put 
in coffin No. 14. 

AtSa. m. a body was found which may be 
identified. It was thatof an extremely well- 
formed woman, witha red and black plaid 
shawl on her shoulders and scapular. about 
her neck. The arms were burned to a crisp, 
while the face and neck were badly scorched. 
The body was put in box fifteen. 

It took about half an hour after No. 16 was 
discovered to remove the heavy timbers piled 
across it, but the body was finally taken out 
at 8:18 a. m. It was that of a woman badly 
charred and entirely naked; with hands 
missing and legs below the knees gone. The 
head was small andthe features, as near as 
could be gauged, were rogular and hand- 
some. 

The workmen were kept at the centerof the 
dullaing until6 o’clock, when a change of 
force was made, andthe fresh day men put 
on at the side entrance on Fortieth street. It 
is expected that the bulk of the bodies will 
be found here, and at the foot of the elevator 
shaft, for in passing through both of these 
places, a distinct odor of burnt and decom- 
posing flesh manifested itself. 

The laborers first began work this morning 
on the second floor of the elevator shaft. 
They had not been at work long before they 
were ordered to stop Dy Chief Gieguel, who 
thought the standing walls were dangerous. 
Under his orders the men were put to work 
to tear down these walls as well as that be- 
tween the cafe and office. 

One body was identified early this morning. 
It was the body at No. 6, which was found 
yesterday ing room onthe.

The body was burned beyond recognition, 
but a gold ring, handsomely chased, was the 
means by which it was identified as that of 
Miss Sarah Blake of Sheldonville, Mass. 

Body No. lhas been identified as that of 
Mrs. B. Cohen, 83 years of age, of Toronto, 
Canada, and body No, (as that of Louis Levi 
of London, Ontario. Mr. Levi and Mrs. 
Cohen came to this city together from Can- 
ada. 


THE BRAKE BROKE, 


FIVE PERSONS INJURED ON A CABLE CAR IN

BROOKLYN, N. I., Feb. 9.—Five persons 
were Injured this morning in a runaway car 
of the Brooklyn Heights cable rallroad. The 
gripman in trying tq avoid running intoa 
carriage, applied the brakes too suddenly 
andthe brake-chain broke. The car atthe 
time was at the top of a steep hill on Mon- 
tague street. Thecar started down the hill 
ataterrific pace. Ata curve near the bot- 
tom of the hill the passengers were all 
knocked out oftheir seats.

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OPTION TESTIMONY. 


Protest Presented From the New York 
Produce Exchange. 


A FAIR HEARING BEING GIVEN TO BOTH 
, SIDES..

Views of Mr. Henry B. Nieland—Govern- 
ment Should be Wary of Interfering 
With the Laws of Trade—Matiters Under 
Discussion in the Senate and House— 
Missourians at the Capital. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 9.—The views of 
the New York Praduce Exchange in regard 
to the proposed legislation against the sale 
of options were presented tothe House Com- 
mittee on Agriculture to-day by Mr. Henry 
B. Nieland, who presents the protest of the 
Exchange against the passage of the Dill. 
The protest states that the Exchange hearti- 
ly approves of section lof the measure, de- 
fining options. The evils arising from trad- 
ing in options, as there defined, are 
well known and any legislation 
which would repress such practice 
would be welcome, but the bill in sec. 2 pro- 
posed to restrict trading in futures, which 
was a very different form of trading and 
which included contracts which were contin- 
ually used by all classes of meichants and 
dealersand bankers, who were dealing in the 
products mentioned in sec. 8 in a perfectly 
legitimate way. Iu alli the future contracts 
ofthe exchange the actual delivery of the 
article sold was provided for, and that was 
the basis on which the contract rested. 
The seller was obliged to deliver 
and the buyer to take delivery of the product 
when thetime named in the contract came. 
Any interference by legislation with the laws 
governing trade should only be made when 
gross abuses sought rectification. The laws 
that had been successfulin governing trad 
had been the outgrowth of many trials an 
some failures. Such laws grew with trade 
customs and such customs had never been 
the result of legislation. 

METHODS INPROVED. 

The business done in futures was a piece of 
machinery for moving the products of the 
country as far superior to the old methods of 
doing the same as railroads are ahead of 
wagons, or elevators of half bushel measures; 
Fifty years ago the radius of markets was 
much smaller. Farmers in a district where 
the crops were abundant, took low prices for 
their product, while their neighbors within 
perhaps 200 miles in a district of poor harvest 
received much higher prices, 

The remedy proposed by the bill for an 
illegitimate method of trading in futures 
would be involved in ruining the entire 
system under which the legitimate business 
of the various exchanges was prosecuted. It 
was asserted by some that dealing 
in futures wasalways disastrous to the pro- 
ducer, but as much might be said in the oppo- 
site direction that in the long run the 
farmer who used the dealings in futures 
to market his own product a that alone 
would be the gainer by seizing these oppor- 
tunities that now and again occurred under 
this system. niall '

THEY ALL FAVOR IT. 
Councilmen Agree That Railroad Cross- 
ings Are Not Properly Protected. 


THERE SHOULD BE GUARDS ON EVERY 
STREET INTERSECTED BY TRACKS. 


Councilman Cullinane Says That if the 
Ordinanoss in Foroe at Present Are 
Not Suffiicient to Guarantee Safety 
Another Should Be Passed—Council- 
men Sloan and Flesh’s Views. 


The movement to secure better protection 
forthe public at che railroad crossings is 
growing, and is almost certain to 
result in the passage of an ordi- 
nance requiring the erection of gates or bars 
at a large number of surface crossings that 
are not guarded in any way at present. Both 
the Council and the House are almost unani- 
mously in favor of such an ordinance and the 
Mayor will undoubtedly give it his approval. 
The views of Councilmen Horton, Anderson, 
Arnstein and Hoolan were given in yesterday’s 
Post-DisPaTcse and this morning the opin- 
ions of Councilmen Cullinane, Sloan, Flesh 
and Bensiek are presented and it will be 
seen that with the exception of Mr. Bensiek, 
the eight Councilmen named are all ardent 
**protectionists’’ when it comes to legislating 
for the safety of the publicat railroad cross- 
ings. Mr. Bensiek wants further time to 
consider the matter before taking a stand 


elther way. 
NOT AFRAID TO TALK. 

Councilman Cullinane said that the public 
could count upon him every time in the 
movement to procure better protection at the 
railroad crossings. ‘‘I believe, said he, 
that the crossings ought to be well guarded 
at night as wellas in the daytime, and they 
should have not only live, wide-awake watch- 
men, but also gates or bars like those on Pop- 
lar street and Broadway and Fourth street. 
There's no use talking, the railroad crossings 
in this city are not protected as they should 
be, or at least that is the case with the most 
of them, and those that have gates and 
watchmen are the exceptions and not the 
rule. I don’t want to be unfair to the 
railroad companies, for I believe in railroads 
and believe in rapid transit, too, Dut ina 
crowded city surface crossings are a menace 
to life and property all of the time, unless 
they are protected by guards when trains are 
passing. If there isan ordinance providing 
for the erection of bars at Chouteau avenue, 
Miller street, and at Lesperance and Anna 
streets, and 1 understand there is such an 
ordinance, it should be enforced, and so 
should the ordinance requiring the compa- 
nies to Keep watchmen both night and day 
wherever the trackscross improved streets. 
but, in addition to these or- 
dinances, another one is needed, 
in my opinion, which will require 
the erection of gates or bars at all crossings 
not mentioned in that ordinance of 1879, or at 
least at the most dangerous crossings, those 
that have a good deal of travel, such asthe 
crossings at Theresa avenue, Cabanne ave- 
nue, Chouteau avenue where the Missouri 
Pacific crosses it, and at Howard’s Station, 
Cheltenham, Sarah street, Dorcas street on 
the Iron Mountain road, and also at Mullan- 
phy street, North Market street, Harrison 
street, Chambers street and Bremen avenue 
in North St. Louis. 

HEARTILY IN FAVOR OF IT. 

Counctiman Sloan was also found to have 
very decided views on this subject and to be 
willing to give them publicity. ‘‘I am with 
the Post-DIsPATCH in all its reform move- 
ments, said he, and most heartily 
indorse this one. I am in fa- 
vor of repealing the ordinance 
limiting the speed of trains within the city 
limits to six hours, for I believe itis redicu- 
ulous to keep sucha law among our revised 
ordinances. Isay that the crossings ought 
to be guarded by gates or bars and the com- 
panies then allowed to run their trains at 
fifteen miles an hour or faster. I believe in 
rapid transit and it is ridiculous to hold the 
trains down to a six-mile-an-hour speed. 
Why I can drive out to Benton in an hour 
any time and I’ve even ridden horses that 
can walk six miles an hour. That 
part of the ordinance 1 would 
not enforce, but repeal. The 
portions, however, requiring watchmen 
should be enforced, in my opinion, rigidly, 
too, for, while lam in favor of protecting the 
rallroaes, I am also in favor of protecting 
the public, ’’ 

MORE BRIDGES NEEDED. 

Mr. Sloan thought that gates should be 
erected at all crossings used a great deal by 
teams, and that every gate should be oper- 
ated at night as well as in the daytime. He 
would like to see Mill Creek Valley bridged 
over at Summit avenue, Compton avenue 
and Theresa avenue, as there would 
then be a clear roadway for 
the railways entering the valley 
Seventh street to Grand avenue; 
the city had no money to spend for bridges at 
these streets. As soon as the Twenty rst 
Street bridge was completed the Twelfth 
street bridge would have to be reconstructed 
and that would take nearly or quite $200,000. 
It had been Claimed that a good substantial 
bridge meeting all the requirements of the 
heavy traffic on the Twelfth street bridge 
could be bullt for $125,000, but he didn’t de- 
lleve it. Ifa new bridge were built there it 
should bea first class bridge. The new City 
Hall would take about all the surplus money 
the city had and the proposed bridges at 
Summit avenue, Compton avenue and Kings 
— would have to wait until thet 
bullding was finished, and until then the 
surface crossings at these streets must be 
7 Every crossing here as well as 

he dangerous crossings along the river front 
north and south should have a night watch- 
ae as well as a day watchman and also a 
gate. 

SARAH STREET VICTIMS FATED. 

Councilman Flesh was ina big hurry when 
seen, but stopped long enough to say: put 
me down as favoring better protection at the 
railroad crossings. I want bars or gates 
placed at ali crossings that havea good deal 
of travel, and of course thére should be 
watchmen there day and night. 
That is my position, and et I 
don’t say 80 on account o the 
necident at Sarah street, as I believe those 
people were fated to get kilied that night. If 
notrain had come along they would have 
driven intoan Open sewer on the other side 
of the track and been killed. Yes, put me 


‘| down as favoring the protection move- 


ment.“ 
COUNCILMAN BENSIEK’S POSITION. 

Counci!man Bensiek said that as he was not 
a member of the Railroad Committee of the 
Council he hatin’t troubled his mind about 
this momentous question, but it seemed to 
him that gates and watchmen. afforded very 
little protection against accident at 
crossings. K Was his opinion that rail- 
road accidents were always due to the 
carelessness ot the ple who got 
these people would be sure to run into a train 
or getin its way if there was one in gight. 
The best protection he Knew of for such 
thoughtless people was the alarm bell sys- 
tem in use on the New York Central and some 
other Eastern roads. There isa large bell at 
every croasing andat every railroad station 
and every train rings it upon approaching 
the 2 1 ug or station, the bell having an 
electric Connection with the track at a point 
some two or three hundred yards distant. 
The bell makes a loud, clanging nolse that 
can be heard several biocks away.

FIRE IN THE PLANTER’S. 


The Deserted Hostelry Has Another Close 
Call From Destruction. 

A few minutes after 12 o’clock to-day smoke 
was sven escaping through the window on 
the top floor of the Planter’s House on the 
Fourth street side, near the corner of Chest - 
nut. An alarm was given to the Fire De- 
partment from the signal box at Fourth and 
Pine streets and the men and apparatus 


made a 12 response. The smoke at this 
time had increased and Chief Lindsay and 
his men saw that the liveliest kind of work 
was necessary to save the old structure, 
whichis anything but fireproof, Au examil- 
nation showed that the fire was burning in a 
chute formerly used for electric wires near 
the southeastern corner of the building, close 
to the elevator shaft. The fire had a full 
sweep from the third floor clear to the roof, 
and foratime there was imminent danger 
that it would reach the elevator shaft. The 
firemen located it without any delay and in 
twenty minutes had the blaze fully con- 
trolied. To do this they had to chop 
out considerable plaster and employ a couple 
of heavy streams. There was nothing in the 
building at the time, the old hostelry having 
been vacant fora couple of years. The fire 
occasioned much excitement and at- 
tracted a crowd that blocked the 
streets in the netghborhood of the fre. 
Though the fire reached the roof it did no 
damage further than to burn a small hole 
through the timbers. To get at it the fremen 
had to crawl through the attic, which was 
filled with soot and dust, and when they 
emerged they were as black as the dark- 
est looking African on the street. 

The damage was estimated at $1,000 and the 
insurance will make it good to the owners. 

The Planter’s House is owned by the Plant 
er’s Hotel & Insurance Co., a corporation or- 
ganized in 1846, the hotel having been built 
and opened in 1847. The present officers and 
directors of the company are: Chrries Lucas, 
President; Fred J. Ziebig, Secretary ; P.Chou- 
teau Mamtt, O. C. Matt, Jno. J. O’Fallon, 
W. H. Turner. Dr. J. C. Steedman

EFFECTS OF THE HATCH BILL. 


Wheat Declines on Rumors of the Passage 
of the Option Pill. 


There was a marked decline in wheat to- 
day, the responsibility for which was thrown 
upon the Hatch bill for the prevention of 
option trading now before the House of 
Representatives. At the opening of 
trading there was a decidedly bullish 


feeling, owing to news received from abroad. 
It was reported that there wasevery prospect 
of the foreign prices going up, and in conse- 
quence bidding here rose to 93%. Soon, how- 
ever, news began to come in from Chicago 
that the probabilities were that the Hatch 
bill would pass the House of Representa- 
tives. Telegram after telegram of 
this tenor were received, and the market 
steadily went down until it had fallen 2 cents 
below the opening price. Many remarked 
that this should serve asan object lesson to 
the farmer, who would be convinced that his 
pet measure would have the effect of dt- 
minishing the price of his crop. The 
delegation appointed yesterday by the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange to visit Washington to op- 
pose the Hatch and Washburn bills after con- 
sultation determined to postpone their de 

parture. Mr. A. H. Smith said: We regard it 
as reasonably certain that the 
bill will pass the House, and there 
is little use in Opposing it 
there. Imean to saythat it wlll pass the 
House if itis ever brought to a vote. It may 
be passed overas the Butterworth bill was 
and we will goon when the Dill passes the 
House and fightitin the Senate. „s tothe 
warehouse bill, that ig held in abeyance 
until the House takes action on 
the Hatch Dill. Both »re practically iden- 
tical. Whenthe matter gets into the Senate 
we will open the fight and believe that we 
will win.’ 

There was much talk on the floor eoncern- 
ing the decline in wheat and it was thought 
to be distinctly ravorable to the defeat of the 
Hatch bill. 

After the regular closing of the Merchants’ 
Exchange a terrible panic struck 
the speculative crowd, The un- 
easiness that had been growing 
during the latter part ofthe regular session 
became intensified and culiminated in a 
scare. Men who were long wheat were wild 
to sell out, advices that the 
Chicago market had declined to 874ec, orover 
2c since the close, intensified this desire 
to sell 
Sage, Perfect demoralization prevailed. 
This feeling was entirely due to the fear that 
the option law would pass and leave the 
holder of cash wheat without protection, 


HELD FOR THE GRAND-JURY. 


Counterfeiter Morehouse Before Commis- 
sioner Orawford—Federal Building News. 

Frank Morehouse, who was arrested Sun- 
day night on a charge of making and passing 
counterfeit money, was arraigned before 
Unfted States Commissioner Crawford to-day 
and held forthe Grand-jury in the sum of 
$500. The prisoner’s wife and four little chil- 
dren were in court and they were all crying 
in a manner that elicited the sympathy of 


the court and all present. The evidence 
against Morehouse was presented by Police 
Officers Hurley and Hough, Saloonkeeper 
Creighton and Mr, Munch, the proprietor of 
a lunch counter. and was to the effect that 
the prisoner had passed counterfeit money 
at the saloon and lunch counter and 
that when arrested eight counterfelt silver 
dollars and five — — uarters were found 
on him, The counterfeit money was exhib- 
ited in court and it was declared by Mr. Mc - 
Cullough of the Government Secret Service 
and by Mr. Cahoon, Assistant United States 
District Attorney, to be a first-class counter- 
feit, both saying that the quarters were as 
good as any they ever saw and that they 
stamped Morehouse asan old expert coun- 
terfeiter. Morehouse pleaded gullty to the 
charge of having made the coin he passed 
and that found on him, but denied having 
had any previous experience in the business. 
lie claimed that he got the receipt for mak 
ing the money out of a magazine, and that 
he was led by that article to experiment with 
the process ſt described. He had never done 
anything of that Kind before and would never 
make such a fool of himself again. More- 
house is about 88 years old and came to 
St. Louts several years ago from 
St. Clair County, In. He was employed until 
a few months ago as a motorman on the 
Market street electric line, but has had no 
regular employment since then. He claims 
that he ran into a man; that the man sued

The License Issued in the Name of 
Manager Louis Obert. 


A VIOLATION OF THE LAW ALLOWED BY 
COLLECTOR ZIZGENHEIYN. 


Peculiar Instance of the Brewery Pull’’ 
Developed by the Police Saloon Can- 
vaes—How the City’s Revenue Suffers 
by Such a System—The London Theater 
Runs Five Years Without an Amuse- 
ment LIdicense—New Ziegenhein De- 
velopments. 


The police census ot the saloons of St. 
Louis, now being taken in each and every 
police Cistrict under orders from Chief Harri- 
gan, is developing some queer cases illus- 
trative of how saloon licenses are taken out 
and held by breweries. 

These developments are, however, strictiy 
in Une with similar facts already published 
by the Posr-DIsPaTtTCH. They are interesting 
and significant as showing tiie power of the 
‘*brewery pull’’ with the City Collector. 

Among the instances already given by the 
Post- DISPATCH were two very notable ones. 
The first was that of the Pearl saloon, located 
on the corner of Park and California avenues, 
and run under the protection of the Griese- 
dieck brewery. It kept open fora long time 
without a license, a majority of the assessed 
tax-payers in that block being opposed to its 
establishment. During that time the propri- 
etor was fined four times in the police courts 
for dolng a dram- shop business without a 
license, but in every case the 
fine was remitted by Mayor Noonan, 
thus causing a total loss of $1,200 
to the city’s revenue. Inthe meantime Col- 
lector Ziegenhein refused to close the saloon

up, and at last the Griesedieck Brewery was 
enabled to buy 47 feet of ground in that 
block and divide it among seven figure-heads 
who signed the Pearl’s saloon’s petition for 
a lice, which was then granted by Collector 
Ziegenhein. 
The other case was that of the saloon of the 
Foster Bros. (colored) at Thirteenth and 
Lucas avenues. The Fosters, when they 
started in business some time ago, 
were not able to pay the dramshop 
license. But by arrangement with the Wink- 
|elmyer Brewery they agreed to make a sur- 
plus payment tothe brewery on every keg of 


applied to the payment of their dramshop 
| license. On the basis of such a system of 
| payments the city would have had to wait 
just twenty-eight months for the license 
| money. but the Winkelmeyer Brewery seemed 
| to have satisfactory assurance from the City 
| Collector’s office that this would be all right. 

The scheme worked like a charm 
(until the PosT-DisPpaTCH exposures of 
| Czar Ziegenhein’s management of the dram- 

shop license business forced that official to 
put the screws on all deliquent saloon- 
| keepers. Under that pressure the Fosters 
| were brought into court, fined $300 and their 
| saloon closed. By the latest accounts of the 
ease the city had collected neither the dram- 
shop license nor the fine. 

BY THE BREWERY. 

So much for those two instances of the 
workings of the ‘‘brewery pull. There is 
now another addition to these stories which 
on its faceshowsa direct violation of the 
| Gramshop license laws in a new field. 

During the saloon canvass now being made 
dy the police, the saloon located at No. 524 
O Fallon street was reached. The police 
| were unable to find that the proprietor of 

that saloon had taken out a dram-shop 
| license. Sec. 1428 of art. 4 of the Revised 
|, Ordinances of St. Louis prescribes that 
| licenses shall be kept posted up in some 
conspicuous place behind the bar, and as 
‘Dear the center thereof as possible.

There are some important points involvea 
in the question of the manner in whicha 
brewery is enabled to take out saloon 
licenses as above. The first is, whether the 
brewery presents the requisite petition for 


the license to the City Collector. or whether 
it just pays the license money and receives 
the license by the grace of Czar Ziegenhein 
and the power of the heavy pull. The 
second point is how the brewery is enabled to 
get the necessary number of signatures to a 
petition when the tax-payers of the block 
have no means of ascertaining the moral 
character of the who 
ma placed 7 of 
the saloon. The third point is that of the 
duty of the City Collector to also investigate 
the moral character of the real saloon-keeper 
before issuing the dramshop license. Is- 
sued, asin this case, to a brewery, sucha 
license is not much better than a biank 
license authorizing nameless persons torun 
a saloon. The fourth point is that the city ts 
likely, under such a system, to lose hundreds 
of dollars yearly in even one 
instance of a license 80 granted, 
because no Matter how often the saloon may 
chonge proprietors, the license still stands 
in the name of the brewery, ana thus all ne- 
cessity for taking out a new license is 
avoided. 
WHAT THE LAW SAYS. 

The fifth point is that such a system is in 
direct violation of the dramshop license laws. 
bec. 1480 of art. 4 of the Revised Ordinances 
read as follows: 

Sec. 1430. No license granted under this article 
shall be assignable or transferrabie.

POWHATTAN CLUB GUESTS SHOCKED BY A 
**POST-DISPATCH’’ PUBLICATION, 

Mr. Brick!“ Thompson, treasurer and 
propsietor of the ‘‘ Powbattan Club, No. 1118 
Pine street, of which Mr. Jake“! E. Esher 
is President, called at the Post-DIsPaTcH 
office yesterday to make a statement. On 
Saturday last the PFosr-Disraren published 


the fact that the Powhattan Clud had been 
raided by Detectives Scully and Kelly and a 
squad of police, that certain gambling outfits 
had been discovered in the club-house, and 
that the Powhattan Clubwas doing a dram- 
shop business without paying a Gramshop 
license to the City Collector.

On Jan. 22 the Powhattan Club gave a 
grand ball to celebrate its opening. That 
Dall was also spoken of by the Fosr-Disraron, 
being characterized as ‘a lurid affair.’ Now 
just see whata false impression can be cre- 
ated thereby, and also by the publication of 
the Powhattan Club as a gambling- house. 
The people who attended that ball were 
among the best people of Sst.

“Cuddy’’ Mack Acquitted. 

John McGillicuddy, alias ‘*‘Cuddy’’ Mack, 
was acquitted this morning in the Second 
District Police Court of the charge of run- 
ning a saloon without a license. Mr. Ziegen- 


hein had two deputies on hand 
whose testimony did **Cuddy’’ no 
harm. The re sy 4 Collectors testified 
that Cuddy Mack’’ had offered his money 
at the office three or four daysago, but that 
because ofthe complaints of the police he 
had been refused a license. The deputy 
stated thatthe Collector had no charge to 
make against him, and that the complaint of 
the police was the first that had ever been 
brought to their office concerning ‘‘Cuddy.’’ 
When asked why they had allowed the 
saloon to do Dusiness without a license, the 
chief deputy made the excuse that they had 
1,700 or 1,800 licenses to collect and that they 
had not gotaround to him yet. Oneoft 
deputies made the statement while on the 
stand that he had gone to ‘**Cuddy’s’’ 
place since his license expired and 
that he had taken a drink of Whisky. Officer 
McGuire was the only other witness, but he 
had not seen any liquor sold. After a long 
and laborious speech by Ben Clarke, the 
counsel for Cuddy Mack, the jury retired 
and brought in a verdict of not guilty. The 
police will prefer a similar charge against 
him. 


KEPT THE FEES. 


Mayor Wyman Undergoing Examination 
for Extortion. 

PITTSBURG, Fa., Feb. 9.—The trial of Mayor 
Wyman of Allegheney for extortion was con: 
tinued to-day. The court room was crowded 
and there was no abatement of interest in tue 
proceedings. Mayor Wyman was called m 
his own defense, and whenthe court ad- 
journed at noon he was stil 
on the stand. He stated 
that his clerk, Hunneshagen, every two or 
three months turned overto hima balahce 
of witness fees collected. He never inquired 
to whom the witness fees were due, nor 
looked over the book. He did not consider 
that the fees belonged tothe city. He under- 
stood he was the custodian of the 
money. kept the mone in

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Mrs. Watson O’Brien Pleads With Bur- 
glars for an Heirloom. 


A ROBBERY WITH PECULIAR FEATURES 
AT GAMBLETOR, 


Burgler Sutler Pleads Guilty and After 
Being Sentenced Asvauits Officer Ho- 
Guire— What Ben Newman Will Testi- 
fy To In the Officer Brady Murder Case 
—Court of Criminal Correction. 


A very daring attempt at burglary was 
committed about 4:30 o’clock this morning at 


the residence of Mrs: Watson O' Brien at 


Gambleton Station onthe St. Louis & Subur- 
ban Railroad. Three armed men broke into 
the house and proceeded with the utmost de- 
liberation to ransack the lower floor of the 
residence. Finding nothing ofgalue outside 
of silverware in the dining-room and bric-a- 
brac in the parlors, they made their way up- 
stairs to the sleeping apartments, They 
ransacked bureau drawers, chests 
and closets, but again nothing turned 
up to satisfy their fastidious tastes. They 
were not housebreagers of the every-day 
class that take any and everything they lay 
their hands on and make a hurried exit. 
These gentlemen, ifthe term is applicable, 
were possessed of a fine discrimination, had 
a penchant for family jewels and a liking 
for valuables in the form of coin of the realm. 
They were evidently unmarried men, as Mrs. 
O' Brierf’s wardrobe had no allurements for 


them. 

When the up-stairs raid proved as barren 
of results as the excursion through the 
lower floor, the thieves lost patience, 
dragged Mrs. O’Brien out of bed and at the 
point of their revolvers ordered her to turn 
over her valuables. The woman was almost 
senseless from fright, but when she recovered 
her speech she assured them that all her 
valuables were keptin a safe deposit com- 
pany. One of the burglars remarked 
that they had heard that sto before. He 
said that they were reliably informed that 
she had considerable money and jewels 
secreted in the house, and they came out to 
getthem. Mrs. O’Brien protested and told 
them to search the house. The thieves made 
another raid through the dresser and suc- 
ceeded in turning up a gold watch. When 
Mrs. O’Brien saw the time piece disappear- 
ing, with a courage begot of desperation, she 
begged the burglars not to take it, as it was 
an heirloom in the family. To her great sat- 
isfaction the watch was returned to her. 
After this piece of unwonted gallantry the 
burglars tnok their departure, only stopping 
to help themselves tothe lady’s purse con- 
taining several dollars and a few articles of 
vertu, found on the parlor mantel. When the 
burglars left Mrs. O’ Brien was too frightened 
and bewildered to make any outcry or alarm 
the neighbors. She contented herself with 
making a survey of the house and estimating 
the loss she suffered. She found everything 
turned up side down allover the house, but 
very little missing. The thieves were evi- 
dently looking out for big game. 

There were no men in the house and this 
fact was evidently known to the 
thieves, and accounts for the 
deliberateness with which they went 
about their work. Mrs. O’Brien is a widow 
lady and has a family of young sons and 
daughters. Theresidence which she owns 
is a large Queen Anne structure and stands 
in a well-populatea district. Dr. Frank 
— residence is about 50 feet south and 
Supt. John Duffy of the Street Department 
lives about 100 yards down the road. Mrs. 
O’Brien made no attempt to alarm the neigh- 
bors and did not notify them until break- 
fast time. She was too frightened to 
note minutely the personal appearance of 
the burglars, but she furnished the police 
with as 8 a description of them as she 
could give and strenuous efforts will be made 
to run them down, as their actions indicate 
that they are old hands, as clever as they are 
dangerous, 


Identified as Thomas Ford, 

The body of the old man found ina mudhole 
last Sunday near Carondalet Park was iden- 
tified to-day as Thomas Ford, an Englishman 
who had a very interesting history. John B. 


Callman of 8307 Pennsylvania avenue called 
at the Morgue and recognized his old 
companion. He said Ford was 47 years of 
age, an Englishman by birth, and the son of 
a Presbyterian minister. When a young man 
he quarrelled with bis father, then living 
in ndon, and he came to America.

GATHERING EVIDENCE TO ATTACK “OLD 
REGULARITY’S” PARTY LOYALTY, 


A Letter That Was Written to © Maj.

Filley’s action in copying the offictal 
planks of the organization and using them to 
organize clubs among his followers in order 
to increase his strength in the State Conven- 
tion, has added greatly tothe determination 
of the administration supporters 

give him a knock-out. The 
move made by Filer, is denounced 
not only by the offictals of the league but the 
rank and file of the Silk Stocking faction as 
well, and threats are made that the dele- 
gates selected in this way will be denied ad- 
mission to the convention. Filley’s support- 
ers, on the other hand, say that the fur will 
fly ifthe opposition attempts to shut them 
out. Their claim is that Filley had as much 
right to send out Uterature and urge 
the formation of new clubs as 
well as Matt a, Reynolds and 
secretary L. M. Hall. Why he became so 
active in this direction on the eve of the 
State Convention they do not pretend to ex- 
plain. 

UP IN THE HUNDREDS. 

Up to noon to-day the clubs in this city had 
reported something like 270 delegates, and 
every mail was bringing in new lists. A 
large number of these come in on the Filley 
credential blanks, The records were looked 
up and a number of the clubs 
were found to have no i existence 
on the rolls. These are the clubs that Secre- 
tary Hall is now investigating and by to- 
morrow the work of preparing the roster of 
delegates will commence in earnest. It is 
estimated that fully 100 names will be stricken 
off upon the ground of informality and irreg- 
ularity. This will have the effect of ma- 
tertally reducing the Filley following. The 
League officials have made another dis- 
covery in „Od Regularity’s’’ game. 
When he sent out the copies 
of the official blanks he i directed 
to make out two lists of the delegates, one 
for himself and the other for Secretary Hall. 
He has lists ot all the delegates selected by 
his workers and they counton him to make 
the fight to secure their admission tothe con- 
vention, 

FILLEY’S GREAT CLAIMS. 

The SUk Stocking leaders are assuming a 
war-like spirit which bids fair to become 
fierce by the time the League Convention is 
called to order. They are preparing to meet 
Filley if he attempts to carry out his plan to 
run away withthe league. As was stated in 
the SUNDAY PosT-DispaTcu they have gath- 
ered his record of the 1885 city campaign to 
refute his claim that he has never wavered in 
his loyalty to the Republican party. 
The record shows that Filley helped 
to defeat Ewing and elect Francis 
by running an independent Republican 
ticket with himself at the head. 

Since the last presidential campaign Filley 
has been claiming most of the credit of elect- 
ing Frank, Niedringhaus and Kinsey, which 
gave the Republicans controlof that Con- 
gress and enabled the passage of the Mc- 
Kinley bill. The Silks propose to prove in the 
Sedalia Convention that Finley has no right 
tomake any such claim.

The Soulard Will Case Continued Until 
To-Morrow. 


ILLNESS OF JUROR MITCHELL NECESSI- 
TATES THE POSTPONEMENT. 


Mr. Soulard Lamotte’s Testimony Conclud- 
ed—Gen. Frost Declares That in His 
Opinion Mr. Soulard Was of Sound 
Mind—Proceedings in the Big Will Con- 
test—Other Court News.

No Reply Yet Received to the California 


Club’s Offer. 


| SUSPICION THAT THE AUSTRALIAN MAY 
| HAVE BEEN DEFEATED. 


He Was to Have Fought Ned Ryan and 
May Have Lost-Jack O’Brien the 
Welsh Middleweight, Challenges Alex 
‘Greggains of California—Base Bau, 
Racing and Other Sports. 


Some little uneasiness is displayed in sport- 
ing circles over Joe Goddard’s delay in an- 
swering the cablegram sent him by the Call 
fornia club, says a San Francisco exchange, 
It was first believed that Goddard might bein 
Broken Hill or in some other place outside of 
Sydney, where it would take several days to 
get a message to him. It is, however, very 
probable that ifa message had reached Syd- 
ney in Goddard’s absence it would have been 
forwarded to him post- haste. The message 
offering him a match with Joe McAuliffe was 
sent to him two weeks ago, and even if it had 
to be forwarded to some interior point, a re- 
ply should have been received before now. 

It has been said that Goddard, being a con- 
tractor and having plenty of work, might not 
care to give up his contracts and come hither 
for a $5,000 purse when he could get the same 
amount at hagne. He has, however, never 
been offered $5,000 in Australia. The recent 
statement that Capt. Morse of the Alameda 
had brought an offer to McAuliffe to fight 
Goddard for $5,000and expenses was a mis- 
take. The Australian offer was only $2,500. 
Although Goddard may have agreed to fight 
for that amount in his own country, he was 
very anxious to come to America. Before 
‘*Smiler’’ left Sydney he dropped him the 
following letter, which the latter has used as 
his credentials for demanding a match: 


SYDNEY, Dec. 22. 1891. 
DEAR SMILER—I received your kind note, and 
would be obliged to you if you would arrange any- 
thine in Americafor me withany one. Ifyou can 
get me something good, so much the better.
